Freiherr Warschall von Bieberstein, 


tho state secretary for foreign affairs, 
who accompanied his imperial master, 
tho tierm^n emperor, 011 his trip to 
Great Britain, while a member of the 
reichstag in 1878 very unexpectedly 
found hmi&elf in an embarrassing situa- 
tion, as a result of his activity in secur- 
ing the passage ot a law relating chiefly 
to tho Jews, the story of which was re- 
lated yesteiday by Mr Moses Oppen- 
heimer, of 38 Broadway 


"I have met the baron many a time," 


naid Mr. Oppenheimer, "at the Mann- 
heim Chess club, of which we both were 
uembcrs. He is an ambitious man, 
and was much pleased when he was, in 
1878, elected to the reichstcig, the first 
iltra-Conservutivo member that had ob- 
tained a victory in Baden. He was very 
active in the German parliament, being 
one of the brightest, as well as the most 
aggressive, men in that rather dull con- 
glomerate, tho ultra-Conservative party. 
His prominent participation in the enact- 
ment of the antiusury law resulted in a 
lather funny complication 


"I happened to know personally the 


other actor in the story, and I have my 
information directly from him. 
His 


name v... Louis Altheimer, a well-to-do 
Hebrew Holding in Mannheim and liv- 
ing on tho proceeds of -a snug fortune 
which he had amassed in his youth in 
the United States. 


CALIJ3D THEM BLOODSUCKERS 


"Altheimer's specialty was to lend 


money to officers of the army, to officials 
and others of that class of society on 
their promissory notes. 
His regular 


charge was 13 per cent, per annum. He 
would, of course, accommodate only 
people who seemed to be good pay. Aa 
a rule he would extend the note from 
time to time on payment of the interest, 
provided he had no fear of suffering a 
loss. 


"In those days Baron Marschall's fa- 


ther was yet alive and in possession of 
his moderate estate. The young prose- 
cuting attorney had to get along in the 
main on his rather modest salary. He 
managed it pretty well until he had 
some trouble with a young woman. It 
would never do for the rising young 
courtier and conservative statesman to 
have the scandal made public, and to 
hush it np about 5,000 marks in cash 
was absolutely required. The baron en- 
teied into negotiations with Mr. Alt- 
heimer and secured the loan of his note. 
The interest was paid promptly, and the 
little bill was extended several times 
w ithout any difficulty. 


"In advocating the antiusury bill in 


the reichstag Baron Marschall delivered 
a vehement speech against blood suck- 
ing usurers, especially thoto of Hebrew 
descent. Tho law as passed, largely 
owing to Marschaiys persistency, was 
exceedingly vague in its provisions, leav- 
ing it practically to the discretion of the 
courts to say whether in any given case 
the taking of more tiian 6 per cent, was 
criminal usury, punishable by impris- 
onment at hard labor and by lines. 


WOULD NOT IlKNEW. 


"The session of the reichsteg closed; 


the baron letnrned to Mannheim and re- 
sumed the duties of ins office. Mean- 
while his no lo for 0,000 marks, held by 
Mr Altheimcv, was soon to fall due. The 
baron wrote a note to his creditor, ask- 
ing him to call and arrange for an exten- 
sion of time under the usual conditions. 
Altheimer replied briefly in writing that 
under the now antiusury law he did not 
fesl fcafe in contimiing to lend money in 
his former way, and therefore proposed 
to go into some other business, where 
his capital would jield him legitimate 
profits. He notilied the baron that the 
note would be presented for collection. 


"This turn of affairs was embarrassing 


for tho young statesman. 
He wrote 


again to Mr. Altheimer, saying that the 
usury aut was never intended for cases 
like his, and could not apply to their re- 
lation. He urged a renewal of tho note 
as a perfectly safe and sensible transac- 
tion. 


"A reply soon came from the Hebrew, 


acknowledging the baron's good inten- 
tions as well as his legal acumen, hut at 
the same time pointing to the fact that 
the interpretation of the law was left 
entirely to the courts. 
" 'Under those circumstances," Alt- 


heimer continued, 'I do not feel dis- 
posed to put my neck into the halter. 1 
cannot renew your note. You have been 
accommodated so far by one of the 
much abused Hebrew usurers at his 
own terms. Your popularity and your 
position will piobably induce some of 
> out Christian friends to lend you the 
umonnl without security on perfectly 
legal interest.' 


"Mr. Altheimer's note, it is needless 


to add, was promptly paid. Marschall 
subsequently became the diplomatic rep- 
rt'seniative of the grand duke of Baden 
at Berlin, and still later he waa appoint- 
ed under secretary of state in the for- 
eign office, filling tho place formerly oc- 
cupied by Count Herbert Bismarck."— 
New YorkJSim.

COBKUPTION IN 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


Judge Wallace, one of the Superior 


Court Judges in San Frencisco, was as- 
signed the duty of drawing a Grand Jury. 
He discovered marks on some of the 
slips on which tho names of the persons 
qualified to serve on the Grand Jury 
were written by which it was possible to 
distinguish them from the others in 
drawing them from tho box. 
As the 


Judge was not in the ring, which at- 
tempted to get a certain number of its 
tools on tho jury through the connivance 
of the Clerk, he ordered new slips pre- 
pared on which there were no marks by 
which one could he distinguised from 
the other by th3 touch. A second draw- 
jog was had, and an impartial jury 
selected, of which Barclay Henley, a 
former Congressman from California, is 
foreman. 
The jury luio undertaken to 


exposo the rottenness of the municipal 
government, and among the witnesses 
subpcented to enlighten the jury on that 
subject ia Richard Chute, a political 
boss, who has the reputation of beiug a 
promoter of jobbing. Mr. Chute refused 
to testify before the Grand Jury on the 
ground that it was not legally organized. 
Chute was fined and imprisoned for con- 
tempt by Judge Wallace, who impan- 
neled the jury. Chute appealed to Judge 
Murphy, who presides in one of tho 
twelve departments of 
the 
Superior 


Court, and he seems disposed to overrule 
Judge Wallace, who was selected to im- 
pannol the jury, though tho Supreme 
Court held in the case of Gannon, a for- 
mer boss, who refused to testify befoi-o a 
Grand Jury on the ground that it was 
not a legal body, "that the validity of a 
Grand Jury cannot be drawn in question 
in i proceeding of contempt to punish a 
person for refusing to testify before it." 


It is intimated that a majority of the 


twelve Judges of the Superior Court are 
in league with the bosses and boodlers, 
and that an effort will be made to do- 
pose Judge Wallace on some frivilous 
pretext, and getting a Judge iu his 
place who is in with the ring,s, ns that 
seems to b« tho only way the plunder- 
ers can escape exposure and possibly 
punishment. It is claimed that the city 
government, including several of the 
courts, are reeking with corruption, and 
there is a probability that some of the 
Judges may bo indicted by , the present 
Grand Jury if it is permitted to remain 
in session.

THE BORN CASE. 


linpauuellng it Jury to Try the Case— 


Kxuuiluutiou of Witnesses 


The well known ca«e of The Stole of 


Nevada vs. Thomis H. Hoin cams up for 
rial in the District Court yesterday morn- 
ang before Judge Cheney. Tho State was 
represented by District Attorney T. V. 
Julien and Hon. William Wood burn of 
Virginia City, and the defendant by Messrs. 
Baker, Wines & Dorsey and Benj. Curler, 
Jr. 
C. D. Van Dnzer Court reporter. 


Tho case, owing to tho peculiar circum- 


stances surrounding it, the audacity of the 
act and history of the defendant and his 
connection with the Pinkerton Agency, 
has been given wide spread notoriety. 


On the night of April 9lh last, about 


11:30 P. M., a masked man entered the faro 
room ot Al. White and at the point of a 
pistol compelled James Conroy to stand 
back while the masked man took some 
$670 dollars in gold coin and made good 
his escape. Thomas Horn was arrested on 
tho midnight train as the person who com- 
mitted the robbery. On his person was 
found $272 in gold coin. lie was examined 
before Judge JJinu aud bound over to 
await the action of the Grand Jury, which, 
when it mot, found a true bill of robbery 
against him. Hi* case came up for trial 
but after a week's examination o( witnesses 
the jury failed to agree, standing six to six. 


During the forenoon yesterday the exam- 


nation of jurors was proceeded with. 
Henry Whistler was challenged on the 


• onnd that he was on the Grand Jury that 
onnd the bill against Horn and was ex- 
used. R. B. Hawcroft, M. Gulling, J. N. 
Boynton, H. F. Pavola, George Laroombe, 
Brewster Coffin, B. F. Bobo and W. C. 


nodgrass were challenged and excused on 
he ground of having formed and expressed 
an unqualified opinion. 
R. M. Sage was 


excused on the ground that he was an em- 
ploye of Al. White; J. M. Lamb was 
ihallenged on the ground that he was pie- 
adiced against the Pinkeiton Agency. 
The State resisted the challenge and the 
Court app '.nted Gen. J. R. Kittrell, D. M. 
Boyd and Judge Bowman as triers, who 
after having examined the juror found the 
challenge a tiue one, and Mr. Lamb was 
duly excused. The venire was exhausted 
at 10:30. The State peremptorily ohal- 
enpted John Hogan and W. R. Mosher and 
the defense J. H. Seagraves and A. Saeur. 
The panel not being completed the Judge 
issued a special venire, returnable at 3 
o'clock for the following named parties: 
C. D. Williams, C. E. Cluff, John Arm- 
strong, James Poole, J. E, Jones, J. E. 
Bradshaw, R. S. Osbnrn, J. P. Foulks, L. 
D. Ray, F. C. TJpdike, Jack Franer, Wm. 
Merrill, G. H. Fogg, J. M. Blanohard, E. 
A. Moore, F. Kline, T. H. Bastian, S. M. 
Jamison, George Marr and Jesse Drake. 
The Court then adjourned until 3 P. M. 


At 3 o'clock Court convened pursuant to 


morning adjournment. The special venire 
which was made returnable at 3 F. M. 
brought oat an additional number of jurors 
from which counsel proceeded to select 
such as were not objectionable to either 
side. The first name called was G. H. 
Fogg, who was excused for having been a 
member of the Grand Jury which indicted 
Horn.' Jesse Drake, the next name drawn, 
was accepted. R. S. Osbnrn was then 
called. He said be had formed an opinion 
as to the gnilt or innocence of the defend- 
ant, and as be~wp.s on defendant's bond he 
was therewith excused. John Armstrong

Tho pearl fialung craze in Wtacbn^ln, 


which waa at its height in nomerona 
riven a year ago, eeems to have ended 
na speedily af it caine. 
Pearls were 


found in the ouuni in many rivers, but 
none of any particular value vrta found 
except in Sugar and Peoatonica rivers 
in southern Wisconsin. Not only has 
the stock of pearla been exhansteg,Jrat 
the clams have been practically extermi- 
nated. No good pearls have been found 
for several months, 


It is the opinion of dealers that profit- 


able pearling in Wisconsin rivers is 
practically ended for several generations 
at least, as there are few clams remain- 
ing in the rivers which produce pearls, 
and it will require many years for the 
clams to multiply sufficiently. Besides 
there is no knowing how many years are 
required to produce the pearls, even 
were the clams to become nnmer9us 
again. There is no means of estimating 
tho value of the pearls taken from Sugar 
and Pecatonica rivers while the excite- 
ment lasted, though it would undoubted- 
ly run far up into the thousands of dol- 
lars. 


Pearls were sold in the market here 


for all sorts of prices, from a few shil- 
lings up to nearly $1,000. One firm in 
Milwaukee sold three to a New York 
dealer for $1,600, while hundreds" of 
others brought prices ranging from $50 
to $800, and some of the choicest were 
sold by New York dealers, it is sa}d, for 
as high as $5,000 each. There is yet 
great demand for Wisconsin pearls, and 
their scarcity, it is believed, will tend 
greatly to increase their value. It is a 
pity that "tho goose which laid the 
golden egg," or rather the dams which 
produced the pearls, should have been so 
ruthlessly exterminated. — Milwaukee 
Sentinel. 


Fashions far Men.

this season is brown, There are dozens 
of shades of that color. The russet 
browns and the <dnll browns, in which 
there is a slight mingling of gray, are the 
shades that go off best.

Figures of Two Big; Bullroads. 


An interesting comparison was re- 


cently made of two of the greatest rail- 
road corporations in the world, one Eng- 
lish, the other American. The Pennsyl- 
vania system, regarded as one aggrega- 
tion, though it includes more than 100 
minor corporations, represents 7,915 
miles of railroad and a canal, a share 
and bonded capital of $700,000,000, gross 
earnings in 1800 of $133,000,000 and the 
movement in the same year of 137,000,000 
tons of freight and 84,000,000 passengers. 


The English corporation referred to— 


the London and Northwestern—has an 
authorized capital of $533,877,979 and 
1,916 
miles of road, on which the gross 


receipts for one year were $39,651,339. 
The disparity in gross receipts per mile 
is not extremely large, but the capitali- 
zation of the English line is vastly 
greater, in proportion to mileage and 
traffic, than that of the American sys- 
tem.—Mechanical News. 


The Jerido Tunnel. 


The greatest engineering feat in the 


history of anthracite coal mining is 
about to begin. It is the commencement 
of what will be known as the Jeddo tun- 
nel, which will be driven for the pur- 
pose of draining the flooded mines of 
Jeddo and Harleigh. It will be con- 
structed from Butler Valley, Pa., to the 
bottom of Ebervatle mammoth vein, a 
distance of three miles, through solid 
rock, and will be eight feet square in the 
clear. 


The scheme of tunneling through tbo 


mountains first occurred to John Markle, 
who is to be president of the company. 
It will open an inexhaustible supply of 
coal and furnish employment to thou- 
sands of people for many years to come. 
It will also serve the double purpose of 
draining all the collieries in *he valley. 
—New York Telegram. 


Plenty of Kentucky Snakes. 


The crop of rattlesnakes in the sur- 


rounding knobs is the largest in the 
memory of the first settlers. Many with 
rattles high up in the teens have been 
killed, and some of enormous size. As 
the greatest numbers have been killed on 
the Casey side of the line, it is especially 
lucky that no one has been bitten, for 
not a drop of snake medicine is pro- 
curable in all that country.—Stanford 
(Ky.) Interior Journal.

As the 
old gentleman's mind is clear and his 
memory retentive, he did his share in 
making the event an interesting one for 
his entertainers. This is the first time 
he has seen the vessel since it brought

A Hlff Icicle Fulls. 


Monday a loud noise and slight shak- 


ing of tho earth caused no little wonder- 
ment among the residents near the hilL 
Investiga tion proved the cause to be an 
ice slide.
